Italian Vehicles: 
More Produced, 
Fewer Exported 


ROME (Est-Ovest) — 644,617 
automobiles, of which 595,907 
were passenger cars, came roll- 
ing out of Italian automobile 
factories in 1960—28.72 per cent 
more than one year earlier. 
Italian carmakers shipped 
abroad in the same year 203,935 
motor vehicles, 7.8 per cent less 
than in 1959. Percentagewise, 
31.64 per cent of the over-all 
production was shipped abroad. 


The slight decline in exports 
is attributable mostly to the 
difficulties encountered by sales 
on the U.S. market, a trouble 
shared by most European car 
makers. The hardest time was 
the year’s last quarter, since 
from January to September of 
1960, 166,000 automobiles had 
been compared to 
156,000 one year earlier, as Cen- 
tral Statistics Bureau 
showed. In all events, if fewer 
cars were exported, proceeds 
were better, with the mean 
price per car sold abroad rising 
from 534,000 lire in 1958 to 595,- 


000 lire in 1960.

Brokers in financing the ex- 
change starting in April, an offi- 
cial of the institute said. 

According to the same officiai, 
only three relet deals have been 
clinched through the exchange 
up to now. For some time fol- 
lowing the inception of the ex- 
change, there were quite a few 
inquiries regarding cargo and 
bottoms. In the first three 
months, for example, 97 in- 
quiries for cargo and 24 in- 
quiries for bottoms were placed 
with the exchange. Since then 
however, the exchange has been 
virtually inactive.

Lack of experience with the
